Corey. Mason. Preachers 
received 4,400 votes (53.35 per- 
cent) and Mason received 3,826 
votes (46.39 percent). 

The race for State Senator, 
District No. 31 (which includes 
Coffee. County, ‘Covington 
County and a portion of Dale 
and Houston counties) found 
incumbent. Jimmy Holley 
(Democrat) , facing . Dwight 
Adams (Republican). With’ all 
boxes counted in Coffee and 
Covington counties (except the 
provisionals) Holley seemingly 
was headed for reelection. In 
Coffee County, Holley received 
6,789 votes.(51.68 percent) while 
Adams: received’ 6,339 votes 
(48.26. percent). In Covington 
County, Holley received 7,268 
votes (65 percent) while Adams 
received 3,802 votes (34 per- 
cent), No figures, were available 
from Dale or Houston counties as 
of press time, but Holley seented 
to have .a.significant lead in the 
overall race.
